Town and Genetics 
get OK for land swap 


The state Legislature has given 
final approval to special legislation 
authorizing the town of Andover to 
convey a parcel of land to Genetics 
Institute Inc., located on Burtt Road. 
In return, Genetics Institute is 
authorized to convey a separate parcel 
to the town, according to State Senator 
John D. O’Brien, D-Andover.

Kighty-three articles will appear 
on the April Town Meeting warrant. 
They include a 5-8 percent increase 
in the school budget, nine proposals 
related to the Andover Community 
Youth Center at Recreation Park and 
millions of dollars in capital-spend- 
ing projects. But the article most 
likely to have residents ready to 
stand, speak or roll over is a pro- 
posed change to the town’s leash law. 

Town Meeting is scheduled for 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
April 10-12. The deadline for submit- 
ting articles for the warrant for the 
meeting was Monday, Jan. 9. 

Some 57 warrant articles were 
submitted by the town and an addi- 
tional 26 were submitted by private 
citizens or attorneys for developers. 

One of those, submitted by George 
“Randy” Kunhardt, of 2 Summer St., 


proposes to change the definition of 


“restraint” in the town’s leash law so 
that it would allow a trained dog to 
be under “voice control” rather than 
strictly on a leash. 

Dr. Kunhardt, an obstetrician and 
gynecologist, proposes to amend 
Article XI, section 11, paragraph (a),

definitions, which currently 
includes the phrasing, “shall have 
the dog under control by holding it 
firmly on a leash no greater than six 
feet in length.” 

He wants to insert a section after, 


“shall have the dog under control,” 
to read, “so that the dog does not 
approach other dogs or people, (the) 
dog(s) must not chase wildlife and 
must come immediately upon com- 
mand, regardless of distraction, and 
must remain close enough to the 
owner that it can be controlled. 
Voice and sight control is a privilege 
and, if the dog is not absolutely, reli- 
ably under voice control, then the 
dog must be under control,” by hold- 
ing it firmly on a leash no greater 
than six feet in length. 

Dr. Kunhardt and his son, John, 5, 
moved to Andover with their choco- 
late Labrador retriever, Bar, 1%, from 
Bar Harbor, Maine, in July of last 
year, 

One morning last week when it 
was very cold, during their morning 
walk to School Street and back, Dr. 
Kunhardt let Bar off his leash and 
was throwing a stick for the dog to 
chase in The Park on Bartlet and 
Chestnut streets. 

Wayne Nader, Andover’s animal 
control officer, happened to be in the 
neighborhood and issued Dr. Kun- 
hardt a ticket that carries a $25 fine 
for violation of the town’s leash law.

Dr. Kunharat said he was 
aware of the leash law and had 
previously been warned about 
the law by Officer Nader. Shortly 
after he moved to town a neigh- 
bor had complained about Bar 
being off the leash, he said. Dr, 
Kunhardt doesn’t contest that he 
had violated the law, and he said 
the way the dog officer handled 
himself isn’t the immediate issue 
of concern, 

“My main concern is there is 
no place in town where a dog can 
get exercise. My yard is not big 
enough,” Dr. Kunharat said. 

Dr. Kunhardt had the leash 
With him last week, but Said his 
dog has had $600 worth of obedi- 
ence training, 

“He was in my control and in 
my vision,” Dr. Kunhardt said. 

He maintains that a dog needs 
to be able to get out and run, and 
that there should be a place in 
town for a dog to do that. Dr. 
Kunharat said he called the MSP: 
CA and that the person he talked 
with there agreed that it would 
be a good idea to have such a 
place, 

Dr. Kunhardt said he thought 
about proposing Specific places 
to allow dogs off leashes, but 
feared that somebody would 
object to any one spot being sin- 
gled out. He believes the law is 
too restrictive in general, 

His proposed change would 
not diminish any privacy laws, 
the ability to enforce the So- 
called pooper-scooper law or any 
other law, he said. And he said 
he understands that people walk- 
ing down the street don’t want 
strange dogs running up to them. 

“People don’t want to meet 
your dog,” he said said. 

Dr. Kunharat is a bicyclist 
and a runner and has been bitten 
by dogs, so he understands the 
need to keep dogs in check. But 
his proposal would be aimed at 
those people with dogs that can 
be kept under control. 

“This would allow the people 
who have a good dog, that would 
not be obnoxious to other people, 
a place to walk their dog,” Dr. 
Kunhardt said, 

Officer Nader said Tuesday he 
had not had time to fully review 
Dr. Kunhardt’s proposal, and 
that he preferred to hold his com- 
ments on it until Town Meeting. 
But he recalled that two or three 
years ago town residents voted to 
strengthen the leash law. 


Other warrant articles 
Officer Nader originated two 
articles of his own for the war- 
rant. One would make rabies 
vaccinations mandatory for cats 
under the town bylaw. The pro- 
posal would bring the town 
bylaw into line with the existing 
State law yand’, would ‘allow 


enforcement to be under the 
town’s ticketing system for 
bylaw violations, 

A second proposal would 
require installation of chimney 
caps on all new chimneys or 
chimneys undergoing repairs. 


‘The intent is to keep animals, 
especially rabid animals, out of 


homes. 

“It’s a safety issue more than 
anything else,” Officer Nader 
said. 


Other articles include: 

* A School Committee budget 
that is still incomplete, but 
which could ask for as much as 
an 8.1-percent increase in the 
schools budget. Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski is proposing a 
5-percent increase: 

* A proposal submitted by 
Susan Dalton to rezone her prop- 
erty at 85 Osgood St. from Indus- 
trial-A to Single Residence-C, to 
allow construction of residential 
homes. Ms, Dalton is the secre- 
tary to the School Committee; 

* Two requests for zoning 
changes submitted by attorney 
Richard Asoian. Both would 
extend the Single Residence-A 
district on lots currently zoned 
partly Industrial and partly Sin- 
gle Residence-A to all Single Res- 
idence-A. One lot is on Haverhill 
Street, between High and Stirling 
streets, The second is off the end 
of Fleming Avenue and backs up 
to the railroad tracks, 

* A request by the fire depart- 
ment for up to $500,000 to install 
strobe-activated priority detec- 
tors in the traffic signals in town, 
and strobe-emitting devices in all 
town emergency vehicles so that 
traffic signals would turn green 
for approaching emergency vehi- 
cles, 

“The major intent is to pro- 
vide a speedy response for emer- 
gency vehicles,” Fire Lt. James 
Cuticchia said Monday after- 
noon. 

The sensors would allow the 
town to get rid of the current sys- 
tem, which is operated by a 
switch in the public safety build- 
ing. The switch changes all the 
lights on Main Street to green 
when a fire truck leaves the sta- 
tion, tying up traffic at every 
intersection, even if the emer- 
gency vehicle does not g0 
straight on Main Street, 

Lt. Cuticchia said the $500,000 
figure is very preliminary and 
that the actual cost of the system 
will be much lower, “We don’t 
think it’s anywhere near that,” 
he said.

He was returned to 
Andover the next day and charged 
with arson, breaking and entering in 
the nighttime with intent to commit a 
felony, and burning with intent to 
defraud an insurance company. 

Deborah E. Landers, 24, of 277 N. 
Main St., was arrested by Andover 
detectives a day earlier and charged 
with arson and breaking and entering 
in the nighttime with intent to commit 
a felony. 

The fire, which was discovered at 
5:51 a.m. on Feb. 3, heavily damaged

Notice of the Dec. 27 meeting 
was not posted for at least 48 
applicable hours, as required by 
the Open Meeting Law. The 
meeting was posted inside town 
offices at 2:14 p.m the Friday 
before Christmas.

slashing incident at W. Middle 


By Don Staruk 

A 14-year-old West Middle School boy 
was suspended for five days following an 
incident last week in which he allegedly 
slashed a fellow student with an X-Acto 
knife, allegedly in response to persistent 
teasing. The victim, also a 14-year-old 
Andover boy, suffered a three-inch cut on 
the upper part of his right arm that did not 
require stitches. 

The accused student will be summoned to 
court on a charge of assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon, according to Offi- 
cer Jack Milne, who investigated the inci- 
dent. The accused was 13 when the incident 
occurred last Thursday, Jan. 5, but has 
since had a birthday. 

The two eighth-grade students were sit- 


ting beside each other at a desk in a model- 
building class at about 12:40 p.m. when the 
incident occurred. 

The victim was allegedly insulting the 
accused boy and his model, saying such 
things as that it was small and cheap, and 
making other insults toward him. After 
requests for the victim to stop making com- 
ments, the accused boy allegedly swung at 
the boy, according to police. 

“He went to punch the kid and he had the 
knife in his hand,” Officer Milne said. “He 
said he didn’t realize he’d had the knife in 
his hand at the time. Apparently there’s 
been some friction between the kids.” 

Assistant Principal Tony Corvino 
described the cut as not much more than a 
scratch, according to Officer Milne.

Coming to Andover Center. 
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Schools may have to trim the budget further

It appears that 
Buzz Stapcezynski, 
town manager, will 
ask superintendent 
Dick Neal to cut sev- 
eral hundred thou- 
sand dollars from the 
schools proposed 
budget for the 1995- 
1996 school year. 

These cuts will be 
needed to lower next 
year’s budget from a 
8.1 percent increase 
over this year to the 
town manager’s rec- 
ommended 5 percent 
increase. 

“We're probably 
several million dol- 
lars over last year,” 
said Mr. Stapezyns- 
ki. “My (town) 
departments are 
over about a million 
from what they were 
and I think the 
school departments 
were (too). 

“There's going to 
be a lot of cutting of 
budgets both on the 
town side and on the 
school side to bring 
us to a 5 percent 
increase,” he said. 

Mr. Neal said 
school employees 
had requested a 10 
percent increase 
over the current cur- 
rent budget, but that 
the central office had 
reduced some items, 
such as equipment 
requests, to arrive at 
an 8.1 percent 
increase. 

“This (budget 
with an 8.1 percent 
increase) does not 
eliminate any pro- 
grams,” Mr. Neal 
said at the Jan. 3 
School Committee 
meeting. “To cut it 
any further would 
cause us to look seri- 
ously at all of the 
programs and activi- 
ties that are offered.”

Last year, the Tech School participated in 
a Total Quality Management pilot program 
for the Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion and was selected as a training site for 
teachers using this system of accountability. 

Ms. McDonough graduated from Boston 
University and earned a master’s degree at 
Fitchburg State College. She has studied at 
Harvard University and University of Mas- 
sachusetts. As chairwoman of a committee 
on American and international schools 
abroad, she travels to Germany, Egypt, Spain 
and Algeria to evaluate schools.

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Ford’s mural on display at town offices

orothy Piercy’s lively interpretation of 
[ivinion Andover in 1957 is now hang- 
ing on public view at town offices in the 

Bartlet Street lobby. The Koravos family 
donated the mural that hung for 37 years over 
their lunch counter in Ford’s Coffee Shop. 
Their wish, after closing the coffee shop and 
retiring last year, was to give the well-known 
painting to the people of Andover, hoping it 
would be available for everyone to enjoy. Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, and the Andover 
Historical Society were able to find a happy 
solution — and a public home for the mural. 

The 15-foot-by-3-foot painting is a cheerful 
time capsule of small-town life in another era. 
Ms. Piercy took great care in recording people 
in the community and documenting business- 
es and organizations now long-closed or still- 
operating. The Free Christian Church, Ver- 
rette’s Restaurant, Doherty’s Insurance, Cole’s 
Hardware, Ford’s Coffee Shop, Old Town Hall 
and others are meticulously rendered as they 
appeared in the late 1950s, Ms. Piercy’s street 
scene shows familiar citizens about town such 
as Laura Lynch, carrying a very young Leo 
Lynch Jr. across Main Street; Frank Koza, the 
tall policeman watching over the corner of 
Main Street and Post Office Avenue; and Tom 
Koravos adjusting the awning at Ford’s. A cat 
gets comfortable in the doorway of Irma 
Beene’s Shop, where Irma and Madelaine 
Fitzgerald are peeking over the window dis- 
play and appear to be looking out at the view- 
ers of the mural. Another policeman, Calvin 
Deyermond Sr., is walking along the Old Town 
Hall sidewalk. Is he after the young boy and 
dog seen jaywalking across the street?

AHS student drivers will

In the words of Vincent Chiozzi, 
School Building Committee treasurer, 
unless more Andover High School stu- 
dents “do something crazy like put two 
kids in a car,” some drivers will soon 
be walking a little farther to get from 
their vehicles to the school door, 

To accommodate construction work- 
ers’ vehicles, 50-70 student parking 
spaces close to the High School have 
been designated as spaces for the con- 
tractor. Approximately the same num- 
ber of new student spaces will be creat: 
ed behind West Middle School, where 
the dilapidated tennis courts currently 
are located. 

Construction workers will use 
" spaces in the back row of the Collins 
Center, parking near the woods, along 
the driveway by the High School tennis 
courts, and beside the tennis courts on 


the road leading toward the football 
field, according to Susan Jenkins, 
School Building Committee member. 

“To compensate for that, the old ten- 
nis courts by the middle school are 
going to be used for (student) parking. 
It turns out to be an even trade. It just 
means people are gong to have to walk 
a little farther,” said Ms. Jenkins. “I 
was under the impression it was going 
to start as soon as possible.” 

At the Jan. 5 building committee 
meeting, Michael Parsons, committee 
member, said he is concerned that cars 
may strike the fence surrounding the 
tennis courts and therefore cost the 
project extra money. 

“In my heart I believe if we open it 
to a parking lot, the fence is going to be 
damaged,” said Mr. Parsons. “I have a 
problem. I want to know if it’s going to 
cost $30,000.”

years in the same kindergarten class. 

She said when she mentioned at a 
team meeting that she wanted a readi- 
ness class for her daughter, she was 
told by several team members the 
Andover schools don’t have one. 

Looking back on her decision, Ms. 
Ryan said maybe she should have 
pushed to send her daughter to a pri- 
vate program or to a readiness pro- 
gram out of town. 

Mary French, pupil personnel 
administrator, who directs the special- 
needs program — Chapter 766 - said a 
readiness class is not part of the spe- 
cial-needs program. 

This year, Ms. Ryan’s older daugh- 
ter, now a first-grader, leaves her regu- 
lar class to study reading with eight 
other youngsters under the guidance of 
a special-needs teacher and two aides, 

“A lot of parents don’t realize that 
they can request things. They don’t 
have to accept an ed plan they don’t 
want,” said Shelly Champion, the 
mother of special-needs children and a 
special-needs teacher. 

“It is conceivable that the majority 
of the parents are not aware of their 
legal rights,” said Bill Huston, a mem- 
ber of the School Committee. 

Ms. Ryan agrees. She said her 
younger daughter, who just turned 5 
and goes to a local nursery school, 
needed speech therapy starting in 
September. But no therapist was avail- 
able. 

She said she complained to Betsy 
Jankauskas, special-needs liaison at 
Shawsheen and West Elementary 
schools, and Ms. French, that there is 
no speech therapist, but she said noth- 
ing happened. After she contacted the 
secretary to the superintendent of 
schools in late October, a speech thera- 
pist started shortly thereafter, said Ms. 
Ryan. 

The youngster currently works with 
a speech therapist at Shawsheen 
School and at Winchester Hospital, and 
is making “quite a bit of progress,” 
said her mother. 

Define “special-needs student” 

A child who has temporary or per- 
manent adjustment difficulties, intel- 
lectual, sensory, emotional or physical 
factors or other specific learning 
impairments and is unable to progress 
effectively in a regular classroom is a 
special-needs child and requires a spe- 
cial services. That’s the Massachusetts 
law. It covers students age 3 to when a 
student earns a high school diploma or 
age 22. A parent, teacher, doctor, friend 
or anyone else may refer a child for 
evaluation. 

The pre-referral process 

State law requires a school system 
to make changes in the regular pro- 
gram to help the youngster before a for- 
mal referral for testing is made, said 
Ms. French. 

“This prereferral process is an 
attempt to have kids served well with- 
out the need to have a label as ‘special 
needs,’ ” said Ms. French. 

“These students are not yet diag- 
nosed, but are not making adequate 


progress, They may be testing brighter 
than they’re actually performing,” said 
Mary Lyman, School Committee mem- 
ber. 

This means the learning specialist 
in each elementary school helps the 
regular teacher make changes in the 
classroom such as assigning fewer 
problems, writing directions on the 
board, assigning projects in place of 
reports, giving oral tests, said Ms. 
French, 

“IT see the learning specialist as criti- 
cal. It’s much more cost effective to 
intervene early and teach students 
how to educate themselves, generally 
in the early years,” said Ms. French. 

“You can’t tell how many kids have 
been saved,” said Ms. Lyman. 

766 evaluation may still be needed 

If these changes do not help the 
youngster make adequate progress, the 
classroom teacher, school psychologist, 
speech therapist, adaptive physical 
education teacher and a 766 teacher 
meet as a team to decide what tests 
should be done. Tests may include an 
intelligence test, and speech and psy- 
chological evaluations, all done within 
45 working days. 

IEP for every special-needs student 

After the tests are completed, the 
team designs an Individual Education 
Plan (IEP) for the youngster, detailing 
what special services the student 
requires and saying where the services 
will be given. The parents may agree 
and sign it, or refuse and ask for other 
services or a different program. 

Ms. Ryan said when her younger 
daughter’s INP required speech thera- 
py two days a week, she requested and 
obtained a third session. 

Many parents of special-needs stu- 
dents don’t know they can ask for ser- 
vices, or even what services are avail- 
able, she said. 

The 766 law provides rights 

“Children survive according to how 
well the parents advocate for them,” 
said Louise Hart, mother of Garett 
Day, a former 766 student who graduat- 
ed from Andover High School in 1988, 

“Parents need to keep on top of 
whether their child is receiving the 
services (he or she needs),” said Ms. 
Champion. As the 766 Parents Adviso- 
ry Council liaison at Doherty Middle 
School, Ms. Champion reaches out to 
other parents to help them understand 
the law and their responsibilities, 

The law gave many civil rights to 
parents on behalf of their special-needs 
children, said Edward Moscovitch, 
economist and _ public policy 
researcher, He wrote Special Educa- 
tion, Good Intentions Gone Awry, pub- 
lished by the Pioneer Institute for Pub- 
lic Policy. 

Until the 1972 Massachusetts law on 
special needs was written, many chil- 
dren with handicaps were excluded 
from public schools or didn’t received 
special assistance. In order to right 
past inequities, the law gave parents a 
lot of say in the selection of where their 
special-needs children would be edu- 
cated, said Dr. Moscovitch. 

“See yourself as part of the team. 


Tough to be a special-needs kid

“W don’t want any feet-drag- 
e ging in a classroom (in 
Andover) because of kids who can’t 
keep up,” says Cindy Thibodeau, the 
mother of a special-needs youngster 
and former president of the 766 Par- 
ents Advisory Council. 

She says because of this climate, 
self-esteem is a major issue for spe- 
cial-needs students and it weighs on 
parents’ minds, 

“It’s hard, but it will make (my son) 
a stronger, more caring child. Every- 
one has a right to belong, to be treated 
with understanding,” says Ms. Thi- 
bodeau. 

“This is not a very accepting town 
of kids who are different. It comes 
from the parents at home. Maybe he'll 
do better in the world because he grew 
up in a tough town,” says a mother of 
a special-needs boy who has learning 
difficulties. Her son receives speech 
and language therapy in the Andover 
public schools, under Chapter 766. 

She won’t allow her name to be 
used in the newspaper because she 
believes there will be retribution 
against her child. She says many par- 
ents in town expect their children to 
be perfect and to have perfect children 
sitting next to them, She says she is 
very concerned about name-calling by 
other children. 

Mary Lyman, School Committee 
member, says retribution toward chil- 
dren “is a legitimate concern.” 


Partake in your child’s education,” 
advised Ms, Griffin, president of the 
766 PAC. 

Parents may have options such as a 
regular class with specialists coming 
in to help, a regular class part of the 
day, a separate class for most or all of 
the day, a collaborative class with simi- 
lar youngsters from other communities 
or an out-of-town public or private day 
or residential school. 

Special-needs rules are changing 

The goal of the 1972 law is to ‘“maxi- 
mum feasibility benefit in the least 
restrictive setting.” 

Translated into ramifications for the 
school budget, “maximum feasible ben- 
efit’can mean a special-needs child is 
entitled to the most educational bene- 
fits regardless of cost, said Dr. Moscov- 
itch. Maximum benefit can mean a 
small class or special school. 

But the Education Reform Act of 
1993 stresses the “least restrictive” 
aspect. That means now the weight of 
law encourages schools to incorporate, 
mainstream or include 766 youngsters 
in regular classes as much as possible. 


“Lexington is deciding to re-allocate 
some special services money to put 
aides into each class. Lexington has a 
priority for inclusion,” said Andover 
resident Kari Hoffman, a member of 
Andover’s School Committee-appoint- 
ed 766 Task Force and mother of a spe- 
cial-needs youngster. 


“Parents are afraid to have their 
children tested (for special needs) 
because of labeling. A child could be 
perma,‘ently labeled,” says Ms. 
Lyman, 

“In fifth or sixth grade a teacher 
said to him he was very bright for a 
766 child,” says Louise Hart, mother of 
Garett Day, who was born deaf, but 
developed some hearing after several 
operations. He went all the way 
through the Andover schools and 
graduated cum laude from UMass- 
Amherst in 1992, Ms. Hart says there 
was much stereotyping of children in 
the early days of the program in 
Andover, 

Other parents of Chapter 766 chil- 
dren talk about the pressure to 
“deserve” a seat in a class, 

“No kid should have to prove wor- 
thy of being in a classroom by doing 20 
word problems or handling curricu- 
lum as other kids handle curriculum. 
There can be common sense modifica- 
tions,” says Pat Griffin, president of 
the 766 Parents Advisory Council and 
mother of a special-needs youngster at 
South School. 

At South School, all 766 youngsters 
are mainstreamed. That means they 
are all in regular classes with the 
assistance of aides. Ms, Griffin’s 
daughter, Melissa, age 12, a South 
School fifth-grader with Down’s syn- 
drome, spends her day in a regular 
class with Frank Rappisadi as her 
teacher, 


Enough specialists to meet IEPs? 

“There are not enough special edu- 
cation staffers for the kids’ needs, My 
own son went through three school 
adjustment counselors last year,” said 
Cindy Thibodeau, the mother of a spe- 
cial-needs child and 766 parent-liaison 
at Sanborn School. There is much 
turnover of specialists throughout the 
system, she said. 

Ms, Griffin agrees, Parents are con- 
cerned the school system hasn’t 
employed enough occupational thera- 
pists, physical therapists, speech thera- 
pists and adaptive physical education 
teachers. 

But Ms. French said the need for 
these specialists by hospitals, clinics 
and outside agencies has created short- 
ages and priced many out of the school 
market. 


766 PAC can help parents 

The 766 PAC board publishes a 
monthly newsletter to inform the fami- 
lies of the 600 special-needs students in 
Andover. It lobbies for more teacher 
training to help make it possible to 
return more special-needs students to 
regular classes. 

On March 2, the 766 PAC will spon- 
sor Dr. Mel Levine, from the Center for 
Development and Learning at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, who will 
speak about ways to help children 
organize their classwork and environ- 
ment.

Associates Inc., the representative 
demonstrating the Accu-Vote system 
Monday night. 

Residents approved the purchase of 
the new voting-machine system at 
April Town Meeting, 1994. It cost 
approximately $52,000, according to 
the town clerk. 

Voters will fill out the new ballot by 
darkening ovals alongside their choic- 
es with the pens provided at the polls. 
Voters then hand-feed their ballot into 
the Accu-Vote system. 

A secrecy sleeve will be available 
for voters who would like to ensure 
complete privacy as the ballot is fed 
into the machine. 

Accu-Vote will reject problem bal- 
lots, most often occurring when the 
wrong pen is used. In this case, a war- 
den will ask if the voter would like to 
re-vote using the correct pen. If not, 
the ballot will be inserted by the war- 
den into a locked compartment of the 
machine to be hand counted with 
write-in votes after the polls close. 

Absentee ballots will be compatible 
with the Accu-Vote system. A small 
marking pencil will be included in the 
mailing. The returned ballot will be 
entered into the correct precinct 
machine by an election warden.

Redistricting talk next Tuesday

When the School Committee opens 
up the floor Jan. 17 to hear from the 
community about the current redis- 
tricting proposal, it’s likely to hear 
from West Elementary parents. 

West Elementary has a higher stu- 
dent-teacher ratio than exists at other 
schools, and some parents are con- 
cerned that the redistricting proposal 
will not help to change this, said Susan 
Taylor, West Elementary’s PTO head. 

“I think that the student-teacher 
ratios should be equivalent with the 
other elementary schools,” said Ms. 
Taylor. 

At its Dec. 14 meeting, the West Ele- 
mentary School Council looked at the 
school’s budget and its student-teacher 
ratios and voted to make several rec- 


ommendations to the School Commit- 
tee. 

In a letter to the committee, the 
council stated that the committee’s 
enrollment projections for this year 
predicted that 21 fewer students would 
attend the school than currently are 
there. The school budget is based on a 
$60-per-pupil formula with $45 for 
kindergarten students, the council 
stated in its letter. 

“The funds that are available for 
our school budget have been reduced 
by $1,260 due to this error. We feel this 
is a substantial reduction in the 
amount spent per student at our 
school,” the letter stated. 

The current redistricting proposal 
will move 170 elementary students, 6.1 
percent of the elementary population.

Head of School board 
writes about the 
superintendent search 


Editor, Townsman: 

There has been some discussion relating 
to the process the Andover School Commit- 
tee is following to select the next superinten- 
dent of the Andover public school system. 
Below is an overview of the search process 
which will be followed over the next several 
months. 

After reviewing a variety of models, the 
School Committee decided to duplicate the 
process used in their last search for a super- 
intendent. This process, which is described 
below, provided for a very thorough and con- 
fidential screening of all applicants and suc- 
cessfully incorporated the observations of 
many different constituencies into the final 
selection process. 

Responding to several open invitations by 
the School Committee to participate in the 
process, citizens notified School Committee 
members in writing concerning their will- 
ingness to serve on a search committee. Dur- 
ing School Committee meetings in July, 
November and December, the School Com- 
mittee reviewed the letters of interest sub- 
mitted by citizens wishing to serve on the 
search committee. Finally, at the School 
Committee’s meeting on Dec. 27, members 
reviewed again the letters of interest and 
voted on the candidates they felt were well 
suited to this task. At that meeting, seven 
members of the community were selected to 
assist the School Committee in this search. 

The search committee will be convened in 
open session on Feb. 6. At this meeting, the 
School Committee will review with the 
search committee their role as an advisory 
body. The School Committee will also review 
their recommendations concerning those 
qualifications and experience they deem to 
be the most important attributes of the next 
superintendent. The general public will be 
invited to attend this meeting and also have 
an opportunity to share their thoughts on 
what they are looking for in an educational 
leader. 

The School Committee will charge the 
seven-member search committee to assist 
them with the preliminary review of the 
applicant pool. The individuals appointed to 
this search committee will independently 
read and evaluate each application. At the 
end of this reading period, members will 
make their recommendations to the entire 
group as to which candidates appear to best 
match the position criteria. The search com- 
mittee will discuss these recommendations 
and come to a consensus concerning the best 
qualified applicants. 

Depending on the number and quality of 
this applicant pool, the search committee 
may decide to further narrow the applicant 
pool through a round of preliminary inter- 
views. The work of the search committee 
concludes when it delivers to the School 
Committee the group of applicants they have

determined to be finalists. 

All applications must be received by 
Feb. 18. The search committee will read 
the applications the week of Feb. 20-24. 
If the committee decides to do a round 
of preliminary interviews, they will be 
held between Feb. 27 and March 10. At 
the conclusion of these interviews, the 
search committee will pass on to the 
School Committee a reasonable num- 
ber of finalists for consideration. 

The School Committee will inter- 
view the finalists in open session 
between March 10 and 18. After their 
interviews, the School Committee will 
arrange a series of informal meetings 
with parents, administrators, teachers, 
students and interested citizens. These 
meetings will give the community an 
opportunity to meet and get to know 
the finalists. They will also give the 
finalists an opportunity to get better 
acquainted with the Andover commu- 
nity. 

These meetings will be held some- 
time between March 18 and April 18. 
All such meetings will be well adver- 
tised throughout the community. At 
the same time, the School Committee 
will also arrange for site visits at each 
candidate’s school district in order to 
gather additional information about 
the candidate. 

During this month of activity, there 
will be ample opportunity for the 
School Committee to hear from the 
community. All feedback will be care- 
’ fully weighed in their decision. Howev- 
er, in the final analysis, as prescribed 
by Mass. General Law, it is clearly the 
School Committee’s legal responsibili- 
ty to hire the next superintendent of 
the Andover public schools.

Takes up issue of 
3-2 School Committee 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would have preferred not to write 
this letter. I was still enjoying the posi- 
tive way the school community and the 
Townsman came together over the 
building program. But political snow- 
balls are growing and rolling over the 
character of a few elected officials and 
it is time they melted. 

My first concern is the way the 
Townsman continues to react to nearly 
every 3-2 vote of the School Committee.

We had always agreed that a seven- 
person screening committee would be 
formed - even if a consultant was 
engaged in the process. 

We all agreed in November that an 
advertisement for superintendent 
would be placed in Jan. 8’s edition of 
The Boston Globe. This edition was of 
particular importance because Jan. 1 
and 15’s editions are published during 
three-day weekends, thus having a 
more limited readership. In order to 
meet this deadline without the consul- 
tant, we needed to act quickly. 

We were also aware that there are 
several other communities in search of 
a superintendent at this time (Need- 
ham, Sudbury, Marblehead and Mas- 
conomet). Again, this was all previous- 
ly discussed. 

We do plan to have further public 
input from the teachers, administrg- 
tors, PTO reps and students as the 
search progresses. 

We chose not to assign one School 
Committee member to the screening 
committee and to allow Candace Hall, 
the director of personnel, to act as our 
liaison. This decision was based in part 
of our concern not to have one person 
bias the process. Furthermore, I have 
confidence that the two individuals 
that I recommended for the committee 
will offer their expertise as educators 
and parents that I do not personally 
have. I do regret that Bill Huston was 
not a part of this process and am trying 
to find a resolution for this problem, ., 

I hope this letter shows that I take 
this responsibility very seriously and 
do want to the best for Andover in 
recruiting its next superintendent. I 
have spoken to the chair of the School 
Committee and understand that Feb. 6 
will be a public forum to hear from the 
community about what they want in 
their next superintendent.

Former state Board of

I agree with critics that delegating 
an outside consultant to play the key 
role in the selection process for 
Andover’s new school superintendent 
would be a serious abrogation of its 
legal responsibility. 

Admittedly the selection process 
places a most heavy burden in time 
and effort on all of the committee, even 
when taking into account that it is the 
single most important task a member 
will perform within a three-year term. 

Against this background, it might be 
helpful to consider some of the alterna- 
tive methods which worked successful- 
ly on two occasions during the 10 years 
I served on the Massachusetts Board of

Andover School Committee. 
These alternatives are not 
unique and have been used in 
some form by many other school 
systems. 

Thee are three fundamental 
components to the suggested 
aliernative procedures. 

First, the School Committee 
would appoint a well qualified, 
experienced individual to serve, 
preferably without compensa- 
tion, as an impartial coordinator 
to oversee and manage the pro- 
cess with an understanding that 
adequate secretarial and data 
processing support is provided 
by the School Committee. 

‘The second component 
involves the recruiting of appli- 
cants and their submission of 
prescribed background data, 
including name and addresses of 
references, The assistance of the 
present search committee would 
be helpful. 

The third component would 
consist of a step-by-step screen- 
ing process designed to lead to 
the final selection of a superin- 
tendent. By this time, the coordi- 
nator will have tabulated a list of 
potential candidates with sum- 
mary data on the background 
and qualifications of each. The 
first task is for the committee 
itself to select a key number of 
superior applicants (about 15 is 
suggested) to be thoroughly 
investigated by the coordinator 
and his staff. The committee, 
armed with this data, would then 
elect to reduce the number of 
candidates under consideration 
to five finalists. At this point, the 
committee would invite the 
inclusion of representatives 
from certain outside groups to 
attend further hearings, ask 
questions and comment on the 
suitability of candidates. 

«These representatives might 
include the teachers union, a 
school principal and a designee 
of both a high- and elementary- 
school parents’ group. The final 
selection would be made exclu- 
sively by the five members of the 
School Committee.

The choice of whether to engage 
in religion or not is a private 
matter as is. the decision of 
which religion one follows. That 
is what the founders of this 
nation meant by the separation 
of church and state. It is not pos- 
sible to talk about the United 
States as a “Christian nation” 
any more than it is possible for 
the town of Andover to have 
religious “traditions,” Christ- 
mas or otherwise. 

Popular culture is a different 
matter. American culture, which 
is partially defined by a dynamic 
free enterprise system, has 
appropriated Christmas as a 
commercial season. That does 
not change the religious essence 
of Christmas. Christmas is a reli- 
gious holiday of profound spiri- 
tual importance to Christians. 
The celebration of Christmas 
belongs in churches and homes, 
not in the public schools where it 
is reduced to a cultural event. 

Far more worrisome to me, 
however, is the them/us aspect 
of this public correspondence. At 
the root of so much of what is 
troubling and sometimes fright- 
ening about society today is the 
amount of free floating anger 
that surrounds us. We hear this 
often in remarks that blame 
“those” people. Who are “those” 
people and who decides? How 
can we hope to be a community 
if we cannot accept everyone as 
“us’’? 

In a society of well-inten- 
tioned people, disagreement can 
be the catalyst of progress and 
deeper understanding if the dis- 
cussion is bounded by mutual 
respect. I think the letter of Dec. 
28 seriously violated those 
bounds. To make this a better 
community, we need to be prob- 
lem-solvers who listen to differ- 
ent perspectives in order to find 
new answers. 

Donna O’Connell and I dis- 
agree categorically about the 
issues and I suspect as well even 
about how to disagree. But we 
are in this together — with every- 
one else who has agonized over 
this painful exchange of letters. 
We need to talk with one another 
about many aspects of our life in 
this town and that discussion 
requires a foundation of trust 
and respect.

“We've carried them quite a while, 
but they’ve really been popular lately,” 
said Alesa Smith, an employee at NHD 
Hardware in North Andover. “I sold at 
least 15 today.” 

Mike Gollucci, of Doyle Lumber Co. 
on River Road, said last week he sold 
half a dozen detectors in the past 
month. “A lot of people ask for them, 
but I can’t get them. It’s hard to get 
them back in stock again,” he said. 

He ordered 12 recently and received 
only two from the manufacturer. 

The detectors cost from $33 to $55 in 
this area. The unit plugs into the 120- 
volt wall socket. 

“T’ve got one in my house,” said 
Everett Penney, Andover health direc- 
tor.

What is carbon monoxide? 

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
tasteless, odorless gas that is toxic and, 
in sufficient concentrations, can kill. 
When inhaled, it causes asphyxiation 
by taking the place of oxygen in the 
hemoglobin of the blood. 

Symptoms of poisoning include 
headaches, dizziness, nausea, unclear 
thinking, shortness of breath, weak- 
ness, vision problems, loss of muscle 
control and unconsciousness. Howev- 


er, a victim may not experience any of 


these symptoms, or only one or a few. 


“Prior to this time, we had none of 


those symptoms of drowsiness or what- 

ever,” Mr. Philbin said. “There was 

never any indication of a problem.”

susceptible to carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. The Philbins, who have two 
daughters, also have a dog, but the dog 
didn’t show symptoms either. 


Where does it come from? 

Carbon monoxide is a result of the 
incomplete combustion of fuels, many 
fuels, including natural gas, propane, 
heating oil, kerosene, coal, charcoal, 
gasoline and wood. Tobacco smoke also 
contains carbon monoxide, albeit in 
very small levels. Signs indicating the 
presence of carbon monoxide include 
stuffy, stale or smelly air, very high 
humidity and soot coming from a fire- 
place or heating system. 

Combustion requires an adequate 
supply of air and adequate venting. 
When the air intake for furnaces, 
stoves or water heaters, or the vents to 
take the products of combustion out- 
side, are blocked, high levels of carbon 
monoxide can result. 

To reduce the risk of carbon monox- 
ide poisoning, have heating systems 
checked by fuel suppliers or a licensed 
heating contractor. Also, have chim- 
neys or vent pipes checked for block- 
age. No draft in a chimney, or a hot 
draft backing out of the heating system 
and into the basement or house, could 
indicate a problem. If flu-like symp- 
toms disappear when a person is out- 
side of the house, that may indicate a 
problem. 

If the presence of carbon monoxide 
is suspected, open the windows and 
call the fuel supplier or licensed heat- 
ing contractor for an emergency

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inspection. Exposure to fresh air or 
pure oxygen is the cure. 

That’s what the Philbins did. When 
their detector sounded, they opened 
the doors and windows. The alarm 
went off, and they called the gas com- 
pany. 

Possible causes of high CO levels 
include: 

¢ A malfunctioning heating system; 

¢ A blocked chimney or heating/ 
water-heater vent pipe; 

* Heating equipment that is not ade- 
quately ventilated. This can be a prob- 
lem if a heating system is enclosed to 
add living space; 

* A tightly sealed, over-insulated 
home that lacks proper ventilation; 

« An exhaust fan in an attic or loft 
that continues to run when doors and 
windows are closed; 

¢ A barbecue grill used indoors; 

¢ A natural gas or propane range 
that is used to heat a home; 

* Running a car in an attached 
garage; 

¢ Repairing an engine (for a lawn 
mower, snow blower, vehicle, etc.) 
indoors without proper ventilation. 

The level of carbon monoxide in the 


home is directly related to the level of 


CO outside the home, A home on a 
street with a lot of traffic is likely to 
have a higher level of CO than a home 
in a low-traffic area. 

“Where you put the alarm is impor- 
tant,” Mr. Philbin says. 

American Senors Electronic Inc., 
one manufacturer of the alarms, rec- 
ommends placing the alarm in bed- 
rooms, since carbon monoxide moves 
about freely in the air and because the 
human body is more vulnerable to the 
effects of the gas when sleeping.

But Mr. Philbin has his in the base- 
ment, about 10 feet from the gas fur- 
nace, 

Why the interest? 

Part of the reason for the increased 
interest in carbon monoxide may sim- 
ply be a new awareness of an old prob- 


lem. But it may also be the result of 


homeowners and builders doing more 
to prevent heat loss from houses, 
reducing the air exchange needed for 
proper functioning of stoves, furnaces 
and other sources of combustion, 

In any case, the increase in inci- 
dents is forcing safety officials to deal 
with the problem. 

“We've had a couple of calls from 
people concerned about levels,” said 
Mr. Penney. 

His department refers people to the 
gas company, which will check the car- 
bon monoxide levels. The fire depart- 
ment will respond, but then will also 
call the gas company to respond with 
monitoring equipment. 

“We've been out on a few calls 
where detectors have gone off,” Deputy 
Fire Chief Charles Murnane said. “We 
haven't really had any emergencies 
with it,” 

But when the Andover Fire Depart- 
ment responds to such a call, it doesn’t 


have any way of checking to see if 


there is actually a problem because it 
does not have the proper equipment, 
according to Deputy Murnane. The 
department is in the process of devis- 
ing a set of procedures for responding 
to such calls, he said. 

What is needed is a highly-calibrat- 
ed monitor that is quite expensive, said 
Deputy Murnane. And once the sen- 
sors are acquired, they are expensive 
to keep properly calibrated, he said.
